CHAP. II. 


T he miſerable Ends of Magicians, Conjurers, 
and Witches; with an Account of Appari- 
tions, Poſſeſſions, and otber wonderful Feats 
and Illuſions of the Devil, 


Hat there are really Magicians, Conjurers, and 

Witches, who-have Commerce and Familiarity 
with Evil Spirits, is ſo clear from Holy Scripture, 
Councils, Canons aud Civil. Laws, that none but A- 
theiſts who would perſwade themſelves there are no 


Spirits, and conſequently no other Life after this, de-; 


ny it; but ſince the reality of this Converſe with De- 
mons, and their Appearances,-and Poſſeſſions, has been 
fo clearly demonſtrated by Perſons of acute Learning 
and Judgment, who have fully anſwered all Obje&t- 
ons, I ſhall! got engage in the Controverſy, but give

concerned in theſe curſed Arts, and of ſome remarka- 
ble Apparitions, and Actions of evil Spirits, and their 
poſſeſſing of the Bodies of Perſons, and tormenting 
them; with other ſtrange Feats and Illuſions of Satan, 
collected from approved Authors; with the danger of 
being vainly curious, in knowing future Events, or 
to enquire of theſe Secrets, which is ſo ſtrictly forbid 
in the Law of Moſes, 5

the iflue of this doubtful War: And whereas whilſt 
he obeyed the Commands of God, he had cleanſed

29 
his Realm of Witches and Inchanters, yet is he now 
fo ſenſeleſs,as in his extremity to ask Ceunſel of them, 
adding this wiekedneſs to the reſt of his Sins, that 
the meaſure might be full : So he went to a Witch to 
know his Fate, who cauſed a Devil to appear in the 
ſhape of Samuel, and forete] God's juſt Judgment up- 
oh him in the final deſtruction both of himſelf and Fa- 
mily. | | | 

II. An Example not unlike this, was Natbolicut 
King of Scots, who after he had uſurped the Crown, by 
much Bloodſhed, endeayoured by the ſame means to 
eſtabliſh it; and as guilt is accompanied with ſuſpicion 
and fear, he fent a truſty Servant to a Witch, to en- 
quire how long he ſhould enjoy the Crown, and how 
many Years he ſhould live ; the Witch anſwered, That 
be frould not live long, but by bis familiar Friend: The 
Meſſenger was earneſt ro know wh6 Mould kill him. 
She anſwered, He himſelf ſteuld do it; the Man at firſt 
heard this with deſtation, abhorring the Thought of 
it, but conſidering it was not ſaſe to diſcover the 
Witch's Anſwer, and on the other fide it could not 
be long concealed, he reſolvedrather to kill the Ty- 
rant with the favour of many, than to let him live 
with the hazard of his own Head; ſo he deſired ta 
ſpeak with the King in private, about the Witch's An- 
ſwer, and there flew him. Let all that run to-Wit- 
ches, either for loſt Goods, recovery of their own, 
and Friends Health, or other Occahons, remember 
this Example.

III. Divers Authors record the manner of their 
entring into that curſed Profeſſion, and the Ceremo- 
nies thereof, diſcovered by thoſe who have regounced 
thoſe deteſtable Practices. The Witches and Wizards 
deing met at a place and time appointed, the Devil 
appears in human ſhape, admoniſhing them to be 
faithful, and promiling them long Lite ; then thoſe 
preſent, recommend the Perſon who is to be entred ; 
The Devil requires him to renounce the Chriſtian 

B 3 Faith, 
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3 The miſerable Ends of Magicians, 
Faith and Worſhip, and give himſelf to him, Body 
and Soul for ever, and bring as many as poſſible into 
the ſame Society; fo with certain Ointments he 1 
confirmed therein. Manlius writes, that in 1553, two 
Witches ſtole a Neighbours Child, cut it in pieces, and 
Put it into a Kettle t to boil, when the ſorrowtul Mo- 
ther looking for the infant, came by chance into the 
Houſe, and found the Limbs thereof; for which abo- 
minable Fact they were burnt, having confeſſed their 
Villany. Two other Witches killed abundance of 
Children: And in Cermanv, eight Witches cenfeſs'd 
they had murdered 1ks Children in making their Oint- 
ments. They are alſo reported to have each 2 Spirit 
or Imp, to aſſiſt and obey them in all things, and to 
give them Notice of their Meetings; at which time 
they ſeparate themſclves from Company, and Night 
being come, -{irip and anoint themſelves, and then are 
catried out of the Houſe either by the Window, Door, 
or Chimney, mounted on their Imps, to their Meetings 
place, which, ſometimes is many hundred Miles off, 
where they find great numbers of Wizards and Wit- 
ches, who ail reverence Lucifer on his Throne, pro- 
claiming him their Lord and King ; this folemnly 
Finiſhed, they fit at Table, where no delicate Meats 
are wanting to pleaſe their Appetites, after which 
they dancc, and the Iacubulles i in the ſhape of proper 
Men ſatisfie the Luſts of the Witches, and the Succu- 
bufes ſerve for Whores" to the Wizards, Sometimes 
the Devil commands each to tell what wickedneſs he 
hath done, and according to the deteſtableneſs there- 
of he is honource and applauded, Theſe and many 
other wonderfy] Things, are mentioned by Authors 
of Credit ; and many Perſons have made confeſſion 
thereof.

Dr. Fohn Fauſtus of Condligen a German, had learned 
the Black Art in Poland, and meeting one day at the 
Table with ſome that had heard ot his Magical Tricks, 
was earneſtly entreated to ſhew them ſome ſport, Be- 
ing overcome by the importunity who were well 
armed inthe Head, he promiſed to ſhew them what- 
ever they would have, who with a general conſent re- 
quire him to bring into the place a Vine laden with 
ripe Grapes, tor they thought, becauſe it was in De- 
eember, Fauſtus could not ſhew them that which was 
dot, yet he condeſcended, ſaying, That before they ftir- 
Wl ved from the Table they foould ſee the Vine they deſired, 
don Condition they ftould not ſpeak a Hord, nor viſe from 
Wl #beir places, but fbould au tarry till be bid them cut the 
W Grapes, and that whoever ftould do otherwiſe, was in dan- 
ger of bis Life.

This made him admi- 
red, and the People imagining a Divine Power was in 
him, offered him Divine Honour : But at laſt, Leo Bi- 
ſhop of Catania, laid hands on this Deviliſh Magician

The wicked Lives and co Deaths of ſe- 


dera Popes, and likewiſe of Apoſtates aud 
Perſecutors. | | 


Fter the Biſhops of Rome had taſted the ſwect- 
neſs of Power, Wealth and Proſperity, they loſt 


their Humility and Purity of Religion, and aflumed 
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politick and Tyrannical Principles, laying aſide the 


sword of the Spirit, defiling their Hands with the 
Blood of Emperors, Kings, Princes, and all forts of 
people; and hereby Apoltatizing from Chyiſtianity. 


And the Popes their Succellors wallowed in all kind 


of Wickedneſs; and from being poor perſecuted Bi- 
ſhops, became perſecutors of others: but divine Juſtice 
inflicted ſevere Vengeance both on them and their 
Inſtruments ; ſince Apoſtacy is thought to be the fin 
of the Holy Ghoſt, Heb. vi. 4, 5, 6. And God hath 
not left himſelf without witneſs, but hath made them 
Examples of his- Severity, as the following” Inſtance 
will demonſtrate, both as to wicked Popes, Apoſtates 
and Perſecutors. . a e 

I. Pope Folm XIII. was accuſed of Witchcraft, Ma- 
gick,, Debauchery and Peryury ; he diſmembred divers 
Cardinals for taking part with Ortho * him, pluck- 
ing out the Eyes of ſome, cutting oft the Hands and 
Gelding others; he made Deacons among his Horſes, 
and for Money made Boys Biſhops ; deflowred Reynora 
and Ann her Neice ; put out the Eyes of his Ghoſtly 
Father Benedi&, brake Windows in the Night, ſer 


Houſes on Fire, drank an Health to the Devil, would 


ſay Maſs and not communicate; for which and othet

end uſed many Orders of the Chriſtian Religion in his 
Heathen Worſhip. After he had thus laboured to beat 
dawn the Sceptre of Chriſt's Kingdom, the Sceptre of 
bis own. was broken; for making War againſt the 
Perſians, he provided ſuch gallant Armour, Apparel, 
and all Things elſe, that he thought to have overcome 
= the whole World, belching out Threatnings againſt 
ne poor Chriſtians, whom he determined at his Re- 
turn to Have utterly deſtroyed, as was diſcovered by 
one of his Council. His Army was ſo great that he 
doubted not to conquer all Perſia; but this great Army 
ſeemed in a little ſpace rather a vaſt weak Multitude 
ef Women and Children, than an Army of Warriors;

rable, unleſs he would cut off his Foot to fave the ref: 
of his Body, which he not yielding to, next day his 
whole Leg, the third day his Thigh, and the fourth 
his whole Body was inflamed, of which he died, hi 
Corps being parched as if roaſted by the Fire; thus h 
that was ſo hot in burning poor Chriſtians, was, by 
the ſecret Flame of God's Wrath, burnt and conſumed 
to Death.

XIV. com modus, another Emperor of Rome, was 2 
wicked Son of a good Father; he exceeded, it poſlidle, 
Nero and Caligula in luſt, cruelty, and rapine ; he had 
three hundred Concubines of, the moſt beautiful Ma. 
arons and Whores of Rome, among whom he ſpent 
his time in Feaſting, Drunkenneſs, &c. He killed his 
Siſter Lucilla, and raviſhed his other Siſters ; he uſed 
to fight among the Sword-players, and often in ſport 


Killed ſome of them; he fought with wild Beaſts, of 
whom he ſlew many with his own Hands; he came 
to the Senate. in Women's Apparel, where he fat pub. 
lickly, and crank unmeaſurably ; be ſcraped Money to- 
gether by ſelling Honours and Offices. He would be 
called, Hercules the Son of Fupiter ; and deſpiſing the 
Roman Habit, went cloathed ina Lyon's Skin, carrying 
a Club in his Hand, and fought with wild Beaſts, and 
Men; whereof he killed ſome with Darts, others Gi- 
ant-like with bis Club; yet would this Wretch be cal. 


led, A pious and hapty Cod. He commanded Rome to 


de durnt; anf his Soldiers ſlew multitudes of People 
that were met at the Amphitheatre without any Cauſe 
with all thoſe of his Bedchamber, Thus growing 


edious to all, ſome of his Domeſticks, and one ol 


his Concubines, named, Matria, whom he loved abov: 
all the reſt, and called her his Amayon, conſpired tc 
' poiſon him; which they effected. 
XV. Baſſianus Caracalla, in his Childhood was of 
a mild Nature, fo it was hoped would prove anexcellent 
Prince, but when he grew up became fierce and cruel 
His Father Severus leaving him ſuch a large Empire 
as none before him had poſſeſſed, with a great Arm 
tw defend ir. He began to diſcover his bloody diſpo 
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tion: For firſt, he ſlew his Phyſicians for not killing 


his Brother-in-Law ſoon enough. He murder'd thole 
who educated him and his Brethren, becauſe they en- 
deavoured to make Peace between him and bis Bro- 
ther Geta, He perſwaded his Captains to chuſe him 
ſole Emperor, his Father having divided the Empire 
between them; and when he could not prevail, he 
goes to his Mother, pretending great Love to her and 
her Son Geta, yet watches his Opportunity, breaks in- 
to Geta's Chamber, and murders him in his Mother's 
Arms, defiling her all over with his Blood, and then 
runs into his Pallace, crying cut, That be bad eſcaped 
a very great Danger from bis Brother Geta. From thence 
be runs into the Camp, and tells the Soldiers what 
a Conſpiracy Geta had made to take away his Life, 
and how hardly he had eſcaped by ſlaying him in his 
own Defence: So with Gifts and Provaiſes they chuſe 
bim ſole Emperor. Then began he to exerciſe his 
Cruelty, killing all his Brother's Servants and Friends, 
not ſparing their very Infants. He cauſed the rich 
Citizens to be ſlain, and ſeized their Eſtates. He 
murder'd Ppampinian, a famous Lawyer, becauſe he 


i. would not defend the murdering of his Brother, but 


ſaying, That it was eaſier to commit Fratricide, than to 
excuſe it. He uſed to commend Sylla and Tiberius, two 


a3 bad as himſelf, and ſought to root out all the Im- 
perial Family, or any eminent among the- Senators. 


He raged againſt the People, cauſing Multitudes to be 
ſlain when met at publick Plays. And being con- 
ſcious of their Hatred, he went into Germany, and 
thence to Macedonia; and at Alexandria cauſed the 
Schools of Ariſtotle to be deſtroy'd, and his Books to 
be burnt, Becauſe, ſaid he, Ariſtotle was of a Council 
to poiſon Alexander. Thence he went to Troy, and 


ſought out the Tomb of Achilles, then to Antioch to 


Alexander's Tomb, which two he pretended to imitate, 


He was revenged of the Alexandriars for ſome Scoff- 
caſt upon him, for having married ulia his Mother-in. | 
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Chariot- drivers; and upon every ſmall Occaſion deli.

Law, whoſe Son Ceta he had ſlain in her Arms: For 
Fulia, who was very fair, being one time in his Con- 
pany, as it were by negligence, diſcover'd a great pat: 
of her naked Body; whereupon Baſſanus ſaid, I oull 
a Fulia replied, It is Idwful if the 
peafeſs : Knocveſt thou not that thou art Emperor, and u 
give, not to receive, Laws. So he married her: Upon 
which the Alexandrians called him Oedipus, and het 
Focaſta. To be revenged for this Affront, he pretend. 
ed to chuſe a Legion of Alexandrians ; and when mul. 
titudes met together unarm'd, his Soldiers incompaſt, 
and cut them all to Pieces, ſo that the River Nye was 
red with their Blood. From hence he went to the Eail, 
and pretending to affect the Parthian Name, ſent Am. 
balladors to Artabanus King of Parthia, to give him his 
Daughter in Marriage. Ariabanus embracing the Mo- 
ton, came to him, bringing the Bride, and a multi. 
tude of unarmed Followers crowned With Flowers; 
but whilſt they were offering Sacrifice to their Gods, 
giving the Watch- word to his Army, he {lew them all, 
the King himſelf hardly eſcaping. At length, as he 
Was ealidg Nature, Marci nus, Præfect of the Pretoria 


Soldiers, ſtabbed him with a Dagger into his Bowels, 


and ſlew him. Suetonius's Hiſt. | 
XVI. Aulus Vitelljus being choſen Emperor of Rome, 
uſed no Government either in his Family or among 
his Soldiers, ſo that all Places were fill'd with Rapine, 
which he turned into Sport. When he came into a 


Field where a Battle had been fought, and his Fol- 


lowers were offended with the Stench of the dead Bo- 
dies ; he ſaid, That of all Smells'be liked beſt the Smell 
f a ſlain Enemy, but much more of a ſlain Citizen. He 
acrificed to the Ghoſt of Nero in the Field of Mars, 
to ſhew what an excellent Pattern he would follow, 


and there prepared a ſolemr Feaſt, and ſent for a My-J 


fician to ſing Ner?'s Verſes, which he much applauded, 
He governed the Commonwealth by baſe Players and 
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rer'd Men over to Death. He ſpared nor Uſerers who 
alled to him for their Debts, nor Publicans who had 
xxatted Tribute from him. One of them coming to 
ſalute him, he cauſed him to be flain in his Preſence, 
ſaying, That he <vcnld feed his Eyes with his Death, Two 
Sous of another, coming to Intercede for their Father, 
he cauſed to be killed. He baniſhed all Mathemati- 
jans out of Rome, becauſe they had given out he was 
born under unhappy Planets. He us ſuſpected guilty 
ot his own Mother's Death. Neither was he only cruel, 
but extreamly given to Luxury and Exceſs. He feaſted 
four times a Day, after each of them disburdening his 
Stomach by vomiting. He uſed the moſt coſtly Ve- 


Ilcates, brought from remote Parts at exceſſive Charges; 


inſomuch that it was commonly ſzid, That if he had 


ved longer, he <vould have undone the Roman Empire 


with bis Luxury and coſtly Table, He was fo given to 
Gluttony, that he eat while he was ſacrificing, or in 
a Journey, His whole Life was ſpent in Gluttony, 
Drunkenneſs and Cruelty, whereby he grew. ſo hate- 
ful, that the Army choſe e, then in Frdea, 
Emperor; whereupon Viiellius forced Flavins Sabinus, 
Fefpaſtan's Brother, and his Kindred to fly into the 
Capitol, which he ſet on Fire, and burnt them in it; 
and himſelf being at a Feaſt, fed his Eyes with that 
pleaſing Spectacle; for he was reſolved to eat and 
drink well, that he might not die without his Din- 
ner, nor be afraid of Death or Difgrace. When News 
was brofight that Veſpaſtan his Enemy drew near, he 
ſought our private Corners to hide himſelf in, all 
Men forſak ing him but his Baker and Cook. When 
his Enemies enter'd the City, ſome of the Soldiers 
that knew him not, finding him, he denied his Name; 
and when others that knew him carne; pretended he 
had ſomething to reveal to Yeſpaſian that concerned his 
Safety ; but this prevailed not, for caſting a Halter 
about his Neck, they dragged him half-naked into the 
Market-place, where he received many Reproaches. 
b CN | They 
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They then ſet a Dagger under his Chin, that he might. 
not hang down his Head to hide his Face, and threw 
Dirt at him. At laſt carrying him to Tyhur, they cut 
him in Pieces, and threw his Trunk into the River, 
Suet. Hiſt. ; 


Domitian Son of Veſpaſian was wicked in his Child. 


hood and Youth : When he came to be Emperor, he 


retired every Day for an Hour, as it upon ſecret Af. 
fairs, but {pent that time in catching Flies, and pick- 
ing out their Eyes with a Bodkin ; ſo that one asking 
his Chamberlain whether any Body was with the Em- 
peror, he wittily anſwered, No, not ſo much as a Flie, 
He entertained the People with coſtly Shows, where- 


-3n he fate as one of the Heathen Gods, and com- 


manding himſelf to be called Lord and God, and in 


nis Edits he uſed this Phraſe, Our Lord and God com- 


mands this to be done. One while he ſet himſelf to re- 
form Abuſes, and enact good Laws, but quickly re- 
turned to his former Cruelty, cauling many Senators 
to die ; one becauſe he had a Map of the World in 
his Chamber, aud read the Orations of Kings and 
Princes, recorded by Titus Livius. He baniſhed all 
Philoſophers and Mathematicians, and fought out new 
Ways to enrich his Coffers. His Cruelty was not on- 
ly great, but crafty and unexpected; he would ſend 
ſome away merrily, and with Aſſurance of Safety, and 
preſently ſend Men to murder them. And to abuſe 
Mens Patience, he would never paſs any hard or un- 
juſt Sentence, without a Preface to ſet forth his Cle- 
mency. His Treaſury being exhauſted, he recruited 
it by Rapine and Oppreſſion, ſuborning ſome to ac- 
cuſe both the living and the Dead, that he might ſeize 
on their Eſtates. He was extream cruel againſt the 


\ Chriftians, becauſe they would not worſhip him as a 


God, or hls Repreſentative at leaſt; pretending he 
was Brother to the Sun and Moon, He adorn'd his 
Shoes with precious Stones, and commanded the Peo- 
ple to kiſs his Feet» He order d all the Churches of 
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the Chriſtians to be pull'd down, and the Holy Scrip- 
tures to be burnt, with all the Contempt that could 
be, diſplacing all Chriſtian Magiſtrates, and impri- 
ſoning ſuch as would not abjure Chriſtianity. Then 
were Edicts ſent out for impriſoning Elders and Bi- 
ſhops, and conſtraining them by, Torments to facri- 
ice to Idols; upon which there followed ail manner 
of Cruelty againſt the Chriſtians by all kind of Tor- 
tures, Among others, Romanus, a Nobleman of An- 
toch, was cruelly martyred with many barbarous Tor- 
ments, together with a young Boy, who with wonger- 
ful Conſtancy ſuffered Death with him, Two noble 
Virgins, named Eulalia and Agnes, for the Profeſſion 
of the Faith of Chriſt, endured likewiſe the utmoſt 
Cruelties the Tyrant cauld invent, and at length 
Death

Perſons. * 0 ? 

But of theſe I have given a particular Account, in a 
Book called, The Young Man's Calling ; or, The whole 
Duty of Youth, with Remarks upon the Lives of fc. 
veral excellent young Perſons of both Sexes who 
were. eminent for Piety and Virtue in their Genen 
tions. To which I refer the Reader, 

SGcrdius a Centurion, acknowledging that he be. 
heved in Chriſt, and valved not what they could in- 
flict on him for bis Profeſſion. The Sheriff called for 
Scourges, Gibbets, and all manner of Torments. To 
whom Gordius ſaid, That it «rould be a Tofs ard Da. 
mage to him if be did net fiffer Torments and Punt. 
ment, for Chrijt and his Cauſe. The Sheriff more in. 


cenſed, commanded Torments to be inflited en bim. 


With which Gordius was nothing diſturbed, but ſung, 


_ The Tord js my Helper, I will not fear what Man can d 


#hio me. Then he blamed the Tormentofs tor favour: 
ing him, provoking them to Go their utmoſt, The 
Sherift not prevailing that way, ſought to ſeduce him 
by the Promiſe of Preferment, Riches and Honour, if 
he would deny Chriſt. But Gordius derided him 28 
fooliſhly mad, ſaying, That he tocked for greater pre- 


| fermeiit in Heaven, than he could give him on Earth, 
He was then carried to be burnt Multitudes follow- 


ing, ſome kiſſing him, and entreating him with Tears 
to pity bimiclft. He anſwer'd, Jeep not, 1 pray, for 
me, but cveep fer the Enemies of God, auho Faht againit 
the Chriſtians ; Feep, I ſay, for them abo prepare Fire 


for us, purchaſing Hell- Fire #.erevy for themſelves in ile 


Day of Vengeance : ind ceaſe, I pray yeu, thus to moleſt 


my ſettled and quiet Mind, ſince, for the Name of 2 


Jam ready to ſiffer a thouſond Deaths, Others perſua- 
ded him to deny Chriſt with his Mouth, and keep 10 
Conſcience to himſelf, My Tongue, faith he, chief by 


God's Geortneſs-I have, cannot te brought to deny the Author 
aud Giver of the ſame ; for avith the Heart wwe believe 
an 
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unto Righteouſneſs, and with the Tenge ave confeſs unto 
Salvation. And thus encouraging the People to die in 
the ſame Cauſe, with an unparalelled Countenance, he 
gave up his Body to the Flames. Act, & Mon, p. I. 
 Menes, 2 Soldier forſook all, and went into a De- 
fart, giving himſelf to Faſting, Prayer, Meditation, 
and reading the Scriptures ; at laſt returning into the 
City of Crotis, When the People were at their Pa- 
fimes, he with'a loud Voice proclaiming timſelt to 
be a Chriſtian, was carried betore the Preſident ; and 
bzing demanded concerning his Faith, he ſaid, 1t 7s 
convenient that I confeſs God, in whom is Light and no 
Darkneſs ; for <vith the Heart ce believe to Righteouſneſs, 
and wwith the Mouth Confeſſion is made to Salvation: 
Then he was Tormented, which he regarded not, 
ſaying, There is nothing in my Mind that can be com- 
pared to the Kinedom of Heaven; neither in all the World, 
if it were weighed in a Ballance, comparable to the Price 
of one Soul. Who can ſeparate us from the Love of Chrift © 
Can Tribulation or Anguiſd, &c. And again, I have 
learned of my Lord Chrift, not to fear them that can kill 
the Body, and have no power to kill the Soul. After 
many Torments, he received Sentence of Death. At 
the place of Execution, he ſaid, I give thee Thanks, 


hy Lord God, <uho haſt accepted me to be a partakev f $1 


thy precious Death, and haft not ſuffered me to be de- 
veured of ny fierce Exemies. but haſt made me conſtant 
in thy true Faith unto the End: And ſa he loſt his 
Head, but found a Crown of Glory, Acts and Mon. 
Among others, Forty young Gentlemen that were 
Soldiers, freely confeiled themſelves to be Chriſtians 
to the Marſual, who amazed at their boldneſs, with 
flatteries and promiſes of Preferment pcrſwaded them 
to conſider their Youth, and nor ro change a pleaſant 
Life for a painful and untimely Death: But they cou- 
ragioully replied, That they neitler deſired Money, Ho- 
nour ror Life, but only the Celeſtial K-ngdom of Chriſt, 
Jor the Love of which they avere ready to endure the Wheel, 
* Croſs,

Croſs, Fire, or any other Torment : The Marſhal offended 
herewith, deviſed a new Torment, for eſpying a Pond 
in the Street open to the North Wind, it being in 
Winter; he cauſed them to be put into it all Night; 
bur rhey being joyful, comforted one another as they 
put off their Cloaths, ſaying, He put off now our Old 
Cloaths and our Old Man, (corrupted with the Deceits of 
Concupiſence) for which we bleſs and praiſe God,; for by 
nieans of the Serpent we once put on the Old Man, but 
Feſus Chriſt we now put bim off. Then they were 
brought naked and put into the cold Water till Morn- 
ing, ſo that all their Members were numb'd ; and 
when it was Day, they having Breath yet remaining, 
were brought to the Fire, and conſumed to Aſhes; 
which were thrown into the Flood. But one of the 
Company being more lively and not ſo near Death as 
the reſt, the Executioners pity'd him, and delivered 
him to his Mother, who ſtood by to ſave his Life; 
but ſhe led him to the Pile of Wood where the other 
ſtarved Creatures lay ready to be burnt; exhorting 
him to accompliſh his bleſſed Journey, which accord- 
ingly he did, and was burnt with his Companions.

Domitian by his Cruelties, at length grew terrible 
and hate ful to his Friends and Servants, yea, to his 
own Wife. An Aſtrologer boaſting that by his Art 
he could forete] what ſhould come to paſs, Domitian 
asked him if he foreſaw his own End; he anſwered, 
he ſhould be torn in pieces of Dogs: Domitian to prove 
him a Lyar commanded him to be ſlain, and his Body 
to be burnt to Aſhes ; but as they were about to do

and Dogs came and tore him to pieces; this much 
| increaſed the Pear of Domitian, who had been told by 
a Chaldean, when and how he ſhould die, which ſoon 


i happened, and the Vengeance of Heaven fell upon 
him for all his Tyranny : For Stepbanus one of his 
. Officers, dchring to ſpeak with him in private, pre- 


ſented 


it, ſo violent a ſhower happened as quenched the Fire, 
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ſented him with a Writing, which whilſt he was 
looking upon, he ſtabbed him with a Dagger inte the 
Belly, and ſeven of his own freed Men came in and 
diſpatched him. A while before his Death, a Chough 
ſpoke Greek from the Tarpeian Rock, crying, All 
mall be well, which could not be till the Tyrant's 
Death, and Apollonius Tyaneus being at Epheſus in A- 
ſa, reading a Lecture in a Grove many hundred Miles 


from Rome, he on a ſudden began to ſpeak. low and i 


flowly, and ſtrait looked pale, and ſtood filent, at 
laſt ſtepping haſtily ſome paces, he cried out as one 
tranſported, O brave Stephanus ſtrike the Tyrant, kill 
the Murderer, thou haſt firuck him, thou haſt wounded 
bim, thou baſt ſlain bim; this being ſpoke in pudlick, 


was taken Notice of, and the time when it was ſpoken

of Wincheſter, called the rich Cardinal (who procured 
the death of the good Duke of Glouceſter, in King Hen- 
y VI's. time) was ſtruck with an incurable Diſeaſe ;

be hired ? Will Money do nothing ? Muſt I die that 
nave ſo great Riches ? It the whole Realm would ſave

Salutation to take in part of their Train Oil ; in the 
way meeting with croſs Winds, the Maſter ſent eight 
Men aſhoar to kill Veniſon, who taking with them a 
brace of Dogs, a Firelock, two Lances, and a Tin- 
der-box, went on ſhoar, and killed Fourteen Deer : 
Night coming on, being weary, they went to Reſt, 
intending next Day to end their Hunting and to return 
to their ſhip ; but it proved foggy, and much Ice be- 


ing betwixt the ſhoar and the ſhip, ſhe was fain to 


ſand fo far off into the Sea that they loſt ſight of her. 
They hunted on to Green Harbour, and there found 
that the ſhip was departed ; they made all ſpeed with 
their Shallop to Belſound to their Captain, and for fear 
of delay, heaved their Veniſon overboard ; but havin 

no Compaſs they wandred up and down ſa long, ti 

the Ships were departed. This filled them with Aſto- 
niſhment, knowing OT Chriſtian nor Heathen 
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had ever inhabited thoſe deſolate Climates, and thy 
had heard, That the Muſcovy Merchants had once procy 
red the Reprieve of ſeveral Malefactors condemned to Deai 
bere in England, promiſing them pardon, with Reqard 
and Proviſion of all Neceſſaries, if they would Wintey there; 
but when they came and ſaw the Place, they choſe rather 
to return for England, and ſatisfy the Law with thei 
Lives, than to ſtay in ſo deſolate a Country. They re. 
membered alſo a more terrible Inſtance of Nine Men, 
left there formerly by this Maſter aubo noe left them, that 
ail died miſerably, and whoſe Bodies qere torn by the Bear; 
and Foxes. All which made them ſtand like Men ama 
zed, looking one upon another; and that which ins 
creaſed their Horror was, their want of all neceflary 
Proviſions, no Cloaths for ſhift or warmth, no Food, 
no Houſe for ſhelter. After a while, conſidering the 
danger of delay in Extremity, they reſolved to go to 
Green Harbour to hunt for Veniſon, where they killed 
19 Deer and 4 Pears, with which they laded their 
Shallop, and finding another old Shallop, loaded it 
| with the Greaves and Fritters of Whales boiled there 
| that Year, and ſo took their way to Belſound to their 
| Tent, where they intended to Winter; in their Pal 
|  fage they had like to have loſt all their Proviſion, but 
| faved it by running into the Sea, and by force drawing

tent. He was the Son of the Lord Wilmot, and a great 


proficient in Learning; he went tv the Univerſity in 
1660, when mad Joy and Debauchery ſor the Return 


of K. Charles II. had over- run the Nation, which had 


very ill Effects upon him, ſo that he began to love thoſe 


Diſorders too much. After having travelled for ſome 


ume, he returned back to Court, where falling into 


Company who delighted in thoſe Exceſſes, he was at | 
length entirely ſubdued þy Intemperance ; fo that ne 


conteſſed, that for five Years together he was contin- 
ally drunk, which led him to mauy wild and unac- 
countable Things; and being a Perſon of extraordina- 
ry Parts, he ſeemed to affect ſomething ſingular in bis 
Impieties, as well as Writings, above the reach of o- 
ther Men, taking all manner of Pains to pervert others; 
tay, ſo confirmed was he in Sin, that he lived and 1

= moſt died a Martyr to it: The licentiouſneſs of his 
W Temper, with the briskneſs of his Wir, diſpoſed him 
to love the Converſation of thoſe who divided their 
W time between lev-d Actions and irregular Mirth, and 
W he came to bend his Wit and Studies to ſupport thoſe 
ill Principles of Atheiſm and Irreligion in himſelf and 
W others : An Accident fell out about this time which 
confirmed him more in theſe Courſes, for going to Sea 
W in 1665, there happened to be in the ſame Ship, Mr, 
Nintacue, and another Gentleman of Quality.

Gentleman fell on a ſudden into ſuch a trembling, that 
he could ſcarce ſtand, and Mr. Montague going to hold

| Montague s Belly, ſo that he died an Hour after ; but 
this Gentleman never appeared to the Earl of Rocheſter 
& afterward, which was a great Snare to him during his 
Life; after which he went on to commit all Iniquity 
with greedineſs.
